printed the historic 42-line Guten- 
burg Bible. 


The copyists — who up to that 


time had a monopoly of 
writing 


out books by 
hand — 
raised 


cain about this labor-saving inven- 
tion. 


When Gutenberg's partner, Fust, 


went to Paris in 1465 to sell some 


, of their printed books the 'copyists 


accused the printer of black magic 
because each book was exactly 
like every other book in the edition. 


Gutenberg was accused of witch 


craft, says the AP, lost his books 
—and was lucky to escape with 
his life. But his invention flour 
ished.

Portland, England, May 22 — (/P) 


— Western union navies self-con- 
ciously opened hush-hush sea man- 
uvers today — with 30 dead-pan 
oviet skippers within radar range. 
The Russian mothership Tambov 
nd her 29 trawlers and coasters 


— oicially on a sprat and sardine 
ishing jaunt from the Baltic to 
he Black sea — were off Falmouth 
esterday when the British cruisers 
luperb and Cleopatra plus 
four 


destroyers left Portland 
for

naneuver areas south of Britain.

"Just changing anchorage" was

are slated for today, when three 
Dutch submarines pull out of Port- 
and on their way to the maneuver 
areas. The Royal Air Force coast- 
al command planned mock attacks 
on them. 


Yesterday, the British 
aircraft 


carrier Theseus — which is 
not 


taking part in the maneuvers — 
popped up unannounced in Mounts 
Bay beside the Russians. 


The admiralty said nothing offi- 


cially was knwon of her presence 
there but a spokesman couldn't 
see "any particular significance" 
in it.

well down in the Bay of Biscay, 
the sprat fisherman would have to 
pass right through them if they're 
en route to the Black sea as ad- 
vertised.

Washington, May 22 — (/P) —New 


York District Attorney Frank Ho- 
gan has promised to throw open 
to senate crime hunters the busi- 
ness recorfls of Frank Erickson, 
$12,500,000-a-year gambler. 


Chairman Kefauver (D-Tenn) of 


a special senate investigating com- 
mittee said the group will look into 
the records as part of its gener 
al probe into organized crime. 


The Kefauver group has set it- 


self the task of locating the un- 
derworld's hidden wealth, disclos- 
ing how it is amassed, and 
un- 


covering any ties between the un- 
derworld and political groups. 


Erickson acknowledged to a sen. 
_ _^ __ _ 


ate commerce subcommittee that 
German prisoner of war, 
he is a gambler, that his business 
grosses $20,000 to $40,000 a day 
and that he profited at the 
eate 


of $100,000 a year. 


After this testimony in Washing- 


ton, New York police seized Erick- 
son's business records. 
Assistant 


District Attorney Alfred H. Scotti 
said they showed Erickson sets a 
cut from the profits of a Florida 
casino — and that he has business 
"inks with a Frank Costello. 


Scotti's disclosure drew 
the in- 


terest of senator who had heard 
Erickson testify, under 
oath that 


he now has no financial interest in 
a casino. Erickson also said he 
has no business connections with 
the Frank Costello reputed to be a 
big shot in the gambling world, 
except in the ownership of some 
Texas oil wells. 


Senator Tobcy (R-NH) told re- 


porters he wants the senate com- 
merce subcommittee — studying 
anti-gambling legislation — to re- 
call Erickson and Costello. 


"I'd like to question them about 


discrepancies in their 
testimony,''' 


Tobey said. 


Chairman 
McFarland 
(D-Ariz) 


said the subcommittee may 
turn 


this inquiry over to the Kefauver 
committee without re-opening anti- 
gambling hearings. 


Kefauver said he had discussed 


with McFarland the possibility of 
the special senate committee tak-

Erickson and Costello.

terday, setting off scores of land 
mines amid the wreckage of the 
weekend blast disaster that took 27 
lives. 


Army demolition officers, comb- 


ing the area with mine detectors, 
said blasts would continue for an 
other day or two before the water- 
front is safe. They had pickod up 
over 3,000 mines at a late hours 
yesterday. 


Four barges, laden with muni- 


tions en route from Newark, O , 
to Pakistan, exploded Friday with 
a roar heard across the state. The 
blast left a 
death 
toll 
of 27, 


wrecked the waterfront of this port 
21 miles southwest of New 
Yorlr, 


injured 350 persons with f l y i n g 
glass in all parts of the town, and 
did property damage estimated at 
¥7,500,000. 


The phosphorus fire startled resi- 


dents anew as 
a 
fast-spreading 


blaze zigzagged through about 50 
drums, raising a pall of ominous 
white smoke over the s t r i c k e n 
city.
